VI SHIN SKY AND KOREA 
It startled many of the U.N. delegates, includ­ 
ing American and British officials, when Vishinsky 
pushed himself out of the regular order to speak 
against the awkward Indian proposal for a set­ 
tlement of the Korean War. It was not ex pected 
that Soviet Russia would be so adamantly opposed 
to the Indian plan, which from no standpoint can 
be regarded as favorable to the United States. 
Th t gist of the Indian proposal is that a United 
Nations commission of five be appointed to deal 
with the question of prisoners of war, two from 
Communist nations two from neutral nations, with 
an umpire. 
To grasp why Vishinsky jumped the gun in this 
curious way. one has to go back to the Bible of 
Stalinism, the “Foundations of Leninism," written 
by none other than Joe Stalin, himself. This book 
is a blueprint for Soviet action and it answers 
many obscure questions. 
For this must never be 
forgotten: the Russians do not employ empirical 
means in the course of building their empire. They 
have set goals from which they never deviate. 
Their line may zig-zag but the goal is fix ed. And 
their ultimate aim is a world Bolshevik revolution. 
So let us quote an interesting passage which is 
directly pertinent to the Vishinskv response to the 
Indian proposal for the settlement of the Korean 
War: 
“Tactics are the determination of the line of 
conduct of the proletariat for the comparatively 
short period of the ebb or flow of the movement, 
of the rise or decline of the revolution, the struggle 
to carry out this line by replacing old forms of 
struggle and of organization by new ones, old slo­ 
gans by new’ ones, by combining these forms, etc. 
While the aim of strategy is to win the war . . . 
against the bourgeoisie, to carry the struggle . . . 
to its end. tactics concern themselves with less im­ 
portant aims, as they strive, not to win the war as 
a whole, but rather to win a particular engage­ 
ment. or a particular battle; to carry’ through suc­ 
cessfully a particular campaign or action corre­ 
sponding to the concrete circumstances of the rise 
or decline of the revolution. Tactics are a part of 
strategy, subordinate and subservient to it." 
Lenin, with a tiny party, unfavorably received 
by most of his countrymen, with a small leader­ 
ship of a handful of intellectuals, conquered his 
own country’ by sheer impudence at a moment of 
political vacuum. 
By conqu 'ring Russia, even in 
19 17, was no small matter. It gave to theoretical 
Marx ism, a base with the largest land area on 
earth and about 180.000.000 people. 
Lenin’s prob­ 
lem was to reorientate this neople into Bolshevism. 
Trotzky rebuilt it as a military force. 
Stalin de­ 
veloped it into an industrialized state capable of 
modern military action. These three built the new’ 
Russian Empire. To Stalin goes the further credit 
of duping Franklin D. Roosevelt and of achieving 
for Russia th* position of the second world state— 
second only to the United States. 
In .human history, the second has alw’ays in­ 
sisted upon becoming first and that has been cause 
of the great w*ars. 
Since 19 43, the active aim of 
Soviet Russia has been the destruction of the 
United States. As matters now stand, the Korean 
War is a Russian instrument for bleeding the 
United States economically, while pinning down 
American forces in an untenable position. 
Every 
effort 
that 
American 
diplomacy and 
military’ 
strategy has made to free itself from the Korean 
War has thus far been thwarted by Soviet Russia 
w’hich does not want that war to end. 
We are precisely where we were in Juno, 19 31, 
while the Communists have improved their mili­ 
tary position and have made our alliance with 
Great Britain precarious.

l LCER MAY DEVELOP INTO CANCER 
For years physicians have been satisfied with a 
report from the X-ray specialist that a stomach 
ailment was due to an ulcer or to cancer. If due to 
an ulcer there was relief on the part of the physi­ 
cian and patient. However, the fact that what was 
diagnosed as stomach (gastric) ulcer later devel­ 
oped into cancer and often too late to save the 
patient’s life by cancer treatment, has made phy­ 
sicians order X-ray ex amination of these ulcers 
from time to time. 
That, while X-ray ex amination has been the best 
single method of diagnosing ulcer and cancer, Dr.

covered. 
‘The chief concern of both the patient and the 
physician in any case of either proved or suspected 
gastric ulcer, is to know’ whether that ulcer is now 
—not six months from now—benign or malignant." 
How can the physician make sure of a correct 
diagnosis, whether or not it is malignant (cancer)? 
While many findings from ex aminations, including 
laboratory and X-rays, indicate the “possibility" 
of ulcer or cancer, the only “sure" sign, in Dr. 
Macdonald’s opinion, is ex amination of suspected 
tissues under the microscope. Even such findings 
as the young age of the patient, the loss of symp­ 
toms, deformities revealed by X-rays, the presence 
of free hydrochloric acid in the stomach contents 
and the absence of occult (unusual i blood in the 
stool may show that the ulcer has healed. Unfor- 
unately, these same findings may occur in a malig­ 
nant (cancerous) ulcer. 
“Although the X-ray is indispensable, it is never 
infallible. Even the microscope is not infallible, but 
it is the most reliable factor in any diagnostic pro­ 
cedure." 
What do we learn from this fact? Waiting to 
see whether a possible malignancy becomes a sure 
malignancy by X-ray before doing anything about 
u is like letting a large blood-vessel bleed without 
doing anything about it. “The micropscope offers 
the only sure diagnosis of early malignant changes 
and this change should be known at a time in the 
life history of cancer of the stomach when treat­ 
ment offers most."

General Eisenhower was criti­ 
cized because he had always operated as an 
executive through the military “ehain-of- 
command” system. The suggestion was that 
this way of doing was not only worthless but 
might even be a dangerous handicap to a 
civilian executive. 
Under this arrangement, Eisenhower cus­ 
tomarily relied heavily on his chiefs of staff 
in his periods of most notable service. In 
World War II. General Walter Bedell Smith, 
now head of the Central Intelligence Agency, 
filled that spot for Ike. In his tenure with 
NATO, the general leaned on General Alfred 
M. Guenther. 
Eisenhower’s selection of Governor Sher­ 
man Adams of New Hampshire to be his 
chief assistant in the White House discloses 
the general’s evident intent to repeat the 
pattern.

LESH IN SK Y A X D KOREA 
It startled many of the U.N. delegates, includ­ 
ing American and British officials, when \ ishinsky 
pushed himself out of the regular order to speak 
against the awkward Indian proposal for a set­ 
tlement of the Korean War. 
It was not expected 
that Soviet Russia would bt* so adam antly opposed 
to the Indian plan, which from no standpoint can 
be regarded as tavorablc to the United States. 
The gist of the Indian proposal is that a United 
Nations commission of five be appointed to deal 
with the question of prisoners ol war, two from 
Communist nations two from neutral nations, with 
an umpire. 
To grasp why Vishinsky jumped the gun in this 
curious way, one has to go back to the Bible of 
Stalinism, the “Foundations of Leninism,” w ritten 
by now* other than Joe Stalin, himself. This book 
is a blueprint for Soviet action and it answers 
many obscure questions. 
For this must never be 
forgotten: the Russians do not employ empirical 
means in the course of building their empire. They 
have set goals from which they never deviate. 
Their line may zig-zag but the goal is fixed 
And 
their ultim ate aim is a world Bolshevik revolution. 
So let us quote an interesting passage which is 
directly pertinent to the Vishinskv response to the 
Indian proposal for the settlem ent of the Korean 
W ar: 
“T o ries are the determination of the line of 
conduct of the proletariat for the comparatively 
short period of the ebb or flow of the movement, 
of the rise or decline of the revolution, the stru g g le 
to carry out this line by replacing old forms of 
struggle and of organization by new ones, old slo­ 
gans by new ones. by combining these forms, etc. 
While the aim of strategy is to win the w ar . . . 
against the bourgeoisie, to carry the struggle . . . 
to its end. tactics concern themselves with less im­ 
portant aims, as they strive, not to win the w ar as 
a whole, but rather to win a particular engage­ 
ment. or a particular battle; to carry through suc­ 
cessfully a particular campaign or action corre­ 
sponding to the concrete circumstances of the rise 
or decline of the revolution. Tactics are a part of 
strategy, subordinate and subservient to it.” 
Lenin, with a tiny party, unfavorably received 
by most of his countrymen, with a small leader­ 
ship of a handful of intellectuals, conquered his 
own countrv by sheer impudence at a moment of 
political \acuum . 
By conqu'ring Russia, even in 
1917. was no small m atter. 
It gave to theoretical 
Marxism, a base with the largest land area on 
earth and about 180.000.000 people. 
Lenin’s prob­ 
lem was to reorientate this people into Bolshevism. 
I Trotzkv rebuilt it as a m ilitary force. 
Stalin de­ 
veloped it into an industrialized state capable of 
modern m ilitary action. These three built the new* 
Russian Empire. To Stalin goes the further credit 
of duping Franklin D. Roosevelt and of achieving 
for Russia th* position of the second world state— 
second only to the United States, 
In -human history, the second has always in­ 
sisted upon becoming first and that has been cause 
of the great wars. 
Since 1943. the active aim of 
Soviet Russia has been the destruction of the 
United States. 
As m atters now stand, the Korean 
W ar is a Russian instrum ent for bleeding the 
United States economically, while pinning down 
American forces in en untenable position.

All there is to it is choosing the 
v arieties of cheese y our home 
folk s lik e best. If y ou’v e been a 
one-cheese dev otee, do a little 
sleuthing and y ou’ll find y ourself 
adding to y our fav orite Cheddar 
on the week ly shopping list— 
Swiss, Blue, Cream, Camembert, 
Brick , Gouda, and many others. 
If there are y oung cheese lov ers 
in y our family , y ou may want to 
include one of the mild cheese 
foods or from the many pack aged 
process and spread cheeses. 
Since all these cheeses are good 
with fruit and crack ers, team 
them up with an ey e to beauty as 
well as family lik es. Add a bask et 
of assorted crack ers and a dish of 
butter. Many people want butter 
with cheese and crack ers or lik e 
to do a little mixing of their own, 
such as Blue cheese creamed with 
butter, adding a dash of Worces­ 
tershire sauce perhaps. 


As to serv ing these cheeses, the 
fav orite Cheddar, which has 
a 
range of flav ors from mild to 
sharp, may be cut in wedges, 
slices, fingers, or cubes. Swiss 
cheese is alway s sliced thin, Brick 
cut pretty much as y ou please. 
Camembert usually comes in neat 
little 
triangles, 
foil-wrapped, 
which may be left on or remov ed, 
as y ou lik e. Blue cheese may ap­ 
pear as a wedge, just lik e it’s cut 
from a wheel of cheese. Cream 
cheese may be left in loaf form, 
cut in cubes or fingers. The pretty 
little red ball—Gouda, small cous­ 
in of the Edam, which y ou must 
meet if y ou hav en’t already , may 
be left whole with the top cut off 
so the cheese may be scooped out 
with a teaspoon or cheese scoop, 
or it may be cut in wedges much 
the same as an apple. Its color 
will add a gay note to the cheese 
tray . 
It’s a good idea to k eep the 
v arious cheeses at room tempera­ 
ture for an hour or so, to bring 
out the flav or. This is especially 
true of a cheese lik e Camembert, 
best when it is a soft, almost fluid 
consistency . This obliging little 
trait enables the homemak er to 
arrange the tray well ahead of 
the dinner hour.

Ifs a good idea to keep the 
various cheeses at room tem pera­ 
ture for an hour or so, to bring 
out the flavor. This is especially 
true of a cheese like Cam eml*rt, 
best when it is a soft, almost fluid 
consistency. This obliging little 
trait enables the homemaker to 
arrange the tray well ahead of 
the dinner hour.

The reason the Aluminum Com­ 
pany of America decided against 
locating near Kingston, he said, 
was that “the company could not 
feel sure in regard to the interest 
and availability of labor supply.” 
Only 16 per cent of the question­ 
naires in a recent local labor sur­ 
vey were returned, compared to 
an average of from 20 to 25 per 
cent in other cities, he said. 
At the present a large industry.!

To this, Gainford, contacted on 
a train at New Haven. Conn. en­ 
route to Boston, asserted he had 
mailed a special delivery letter to 
Christenberry before he and Rob­ 
inson had left New York. 
“It is our understanding that^we 
w ere only to notify the com m is­ 
sion that negotiations were under­ 
w ay for a fight.” Gainford said.

letter, which Christen­ 
berry should receive today w e ex­ 
plain that we are negotiating with 
Jack Solomons, the British pro­ 
moter. for a title fight with Randy 
Turpin in London rtcxt June.”

However, a n enthusia stic young fa ther like Mr. C. might conceiva bly 
forget this. 
Understa nda bly, he might become so entra nced with the delicious 
chuckles he evokes by tossing his two-yea r-old son in the a ir tha t he 
would wa nt to provoke more chuckles. Not so understa nda bly, he 
might not notice when the chuckles become something else. 
Yet this seems to be the ca se with Mr. C. When he a pproa ches his 
little boy, he does not seem to rea lize tha t George is ba cking a wa y 
from him. He la ughs, flings down his pa per—a nd gra bs. When he’s got 
George, he rolls him a round on the floor, tickling him in the neck 
a nd body. 
While he dot's this, he is so busy la ughing a t George’s struggles 
tha t he seems quite una wa re tha t the chuckles ha ve long since become 
shrill cries. 
To Mr. C., this is hea rty ma sculine roughness. When his mother 
suggests tha t it ma y be terror for her gra ndson, not roughhouse, he is 
a ngry.# He sa y, “ George a nd I understa nd one a nother.’’ 
“ Plea se sa y this is wrong,” writes his mother. “ Ma ke wha t you sa y 
strong.” 
I will. 
La ughter ca n be a n expression of mirth a nd joy. It ca n a lso be a n 
expression of hysteria . 
I ha ve sa t in courts where judges sent fa thers to ja il for fa iling to 
knowr the difference between good roughhouse with their children a nd 
ba d roughhouse. 
To ma ke wha t I ha ve to sa y stronger, I a sked psychia trict Da vid 
Abra ha msen lor his comment on Mr. C.’s curious idea of pla y with a 
ba by son. Author of a recent book, “ Who Are the Guilty? ” , he is one 
of the na tion’s lea ding students of huma n na ture. 
Sa id Dr. Abra ha msen to me, “ This fa ther ma y not wa nt to know 
why he thinks his a buse of others is ‘fun.’ So long a s he ca n rega rd 
this kind of mistrea tment a s innocent a nd funny, he ca n a void lea rn­ 
ing how he needs to demonstra te his superior power over others. He 
thus a voids discovering how little rea l use he ha s for himself.” 
I ha ve no wa y of knowing why Mr. C. should suspect tha t he is 
such a disa ppointment to everyone tha t he ha s to show' off by terrify­ 
ing his ba by son. But Mr. C. should ma ke it his business to discover 
why. His success in his work—a nd indeed in a ll his huma n rela tionships 
ma y depend upon his recovery from this ba d opinion of himself. 
The world a lwa ys knows when we think tha t we a re no good. But 
though it senses tha t our boa stful a cts a re cries for consola tion, the 
world will not give consola tion to us. Like a wolf, it w’ill pursue us 
a nd tea r us down.

When Child's Chuckles Turn to Hysteria, Horseplay Isn't Fun 
By MURIEL LAU RENCE 
Human nature is not always a beautiful thing. 
Babies ai-^ kissable. They are also soft and weak. Even when they 
grow old enough to chuckle and walk, they are still soft and weak. 
However, an enthusiastic young father like Mr. C. might conceivably 
forget this. 
Understandably, he might become so entranced with the delicious 
chuckles he evokes by tossing his two-vear-old son in the air that he 
would want to provoke more chuckles. Not so understandably, he 
might not notice when the chuckles become something else. 
Yet this seems to be the case with Mr. C. When he approaches his 
little boy, he does not seem to realize that George is backing away 
from him. He laughs, flings down his paper—and grabs. When he’s got 
George, he rolls him around on the floor, tickling him in the neck 
and body. 
While he does this, he is so busy laughing at George’s struggles 
that he seems quite unaware that the chuckles have long since become 
shrill cries. 
To Mr. C., this is hearty masculine roughness. When his mother 
suggests that it may be terror for her grandson, not roughhouse, he is 
angry* He say, "George and I understand one another.” 
"Please say this is wrong,” writes his mother. "Make what you say 
strong.” 
I will. 
Laughter can be an expression of m irth and joy. It can also be an 
expression of hysteria. 
I have sat in courts where judges sent fathers to jail for failing to 
know' the difference between good roughhouse with their children and 
bad roughhouse. 
To make what I have to say stronger, I asked psychiatrict David 
Abrahamsen tor his comment on Mr. C ’s curious idea of play with a 
baby son. Author of a recent book, "Who Are the Guilty?”, he is one 
of the nation’s leading students of human nature. 
Said Dr. Abrahamsen to me, This father may not want to know’ 
why he thinks his abuse of others is ‘fun.’ So long as he can regard 
this kind of m istreatm ent as innocent and funny, he can avoid learn­ 
ing how’ he needs to dem onstrate his superior power over others. He 
thus avoids discovering how’ little real use he has for himself.” 
T have no way of knowing why Mr. C. should suspect that he is 
such a disappointment to everyone that he has to show off by terrify­ 
ing his bab> son. But Mr. C. should make it his business to discover 
why. His success in his work—and indeed in all his human relationships 
may depend upon his recovery from this bad opinion of himself. 
The world always knows when we think that we are no good. But 
though it senses that our boastful acts are cries for consolation, the 
world will not give consolation to us. Like a wolf, it will pursue us 
and tear us down.
